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Private Club Endorsed 
Restaurant Still Needs Council OK

A proposed Chinese restaurant won 
a Planning and Zoning Commission 
recommendation for a private club 
permit by a narrow margin Monday 
night.

Fellowship Church. 
Reimer explained that his church 
plans to build on its property which is 
located near the proposed club by 
Nov. I. 
Although he said he has no com­ 
plaints about the restaurant or its 
owners, Reimer asked that the permit 
be denied because the club would be 
about 700 feet from church property. 
A proposed private club ordinance 
prohibits a private club within 1,000 
feet of a church, school or hospital. 


Parks are also included in the ban 
unless the city agrees that a private 
club would not harm the neigh­ 
borhood. 


Planner Bob Buffington said, 
however, that the city’s attorney 
believes that even if the proposed 
ordinance were already in effect, it 
would not apply. He explained that a 
church building must be on the 
property for the provision to apply 
since many churches own property for 
investment purposes. 


Lionel Berry also pointed out that 
the present ordinance for private 
clubs has no restrictions at all on the 
location and moved for approval. The 
recommendation for approval passed 
on a 3-2 vote with Jim Edwards and 
Bob McCurley opposing. 
All other items before the com­ 
mission were approved unanimously

Laetrile or Poetry?— 
Improvement Noticed 


TOPEKA, Kan (UPI) — Dr. Sidney 
Cohen says he doesn’t believe the drug 
Laetrile has any effect against can­ 
cer, but he says it has been beneficial 
— if only psychologically — to a 43- 
year-old terminal cancer patient who 
asked to be treated with the con­ 
troversial drug. 
“But I’m not questioning whether it 
was the Laetrile or the poetry I gave 
him to read,’’ Cohen said Monday. “ I 
gave him both.” 
Cohen, who only became involved in 
the Laetrile issue at patient Howard 
Walker’s request, says he thinks the 
drug — an extract of apricot pits — 
has no medical value, but that it can 
do no harm. However, he said Walker, 
who suffers from 
terminal 
lung 
cancer, experienced a change in at­ 
titude and a general feeling of well 
being immediately after the first 
treatment Friday. 
Walker, 43, of Rossville, Kan., has 
been receiving Laetrile shots daily 
since 
Memorial 
Hospital granted 
permission for Cohen to administer 
the drug. The hospital changed its 
policy preventing use of Laetrile on 
Walker in exchange for a statement 
releasing the facility from liability in

Cohen said the Laetrile issue is only 
incidental to his care for Walker. He 
emphasized 
the im portance 
of 
psychologically supportive care for 
patients. 
“I don’t believe in Laetrile,” he 
said. “ I believe in making him feel 
better.” 
He said Walker has about two weeks 
to live. 
“His prognosis is dismal. It’s a slow 
kind of death,” he said. “I thought this 
would give him comfort. If he gets 
better, that would be too much to 
ask.” 
The doctor said only the Laetrile is 
being administered, without such 
things as vitamin supplements that 
have been used in experimental treat­ 
ments. He did say Walker has been 
given steroids to reduce swelling of a 
cancerous tumor. He also said the 
tumor was surgically drained Friday 
to relieve pressure. 
“Mr. Walker is better and if he dies 
this afternoon, his last couple of days 
will have been better,” Cohen said. 
Walker and his wife filed suit in 
federal court two weeks ago, ob­ 
taining a temporary restraining order 
to prevent interference by federal and 
state authorities in use of Laetrile, 
which is banned by the Food and Drug 
Administration.

Many Texans on limited 
incomes are attempting to 
keep up with their affluent 
neighbors by buying junk 
foods. The result is poor 
nutrition, says the Texas 
Department of Health. 
This problem and many 
more concerning nutrition 
will be discussed by in­ 
ternational experts at the 
most comprehensive public 
health nutrition conference 
in Texas history September 
19-22 at Austin’s Sheraton 
Crest Inn. 
The conference offers a 
unique 
chance 
for 
physicians, nutritionists, 
nurses and health prac­ 
titioners to discuss nutrition 
as a key to better health 
throughout the life cycle. 
The conference is being 
sponsored by the Depart­ 
ment of Health and the 
Texas 
Public 
Health 
Association. 
“Two main goals will be 
emphasized,” says Dr. P. 
Clift Price, Chief of the 
Bureau of Personal Health 
Services of the Department. 
“The first objective is to set 
the trend for nutrition as a 
viable part of total health 
care planning for an in­ 
dividual. The second goal is 
to develop standards or 
policies, 
together 
with 
reco m m en d atio n s, 
for 
im plementing nutritional 
services in all areas of public 
health.”

discussed at the conference 
will be the Supplemental 
Feeding 
Program 
for 
Women, 
Infants, 
and 
Children, 
simply 
called 
“WIC.” For the past three 
years the Department of 
Health has operated the 
special nutrition project, 
under funding from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
“Lots of people on limited 
incomes really aren’t aware 
of the right foods to eat. They 
often try to compete with 
their neighbors who are 
better off financially by 
buying snack items. The 
long range goal of the WIC 
Program is to educate those 
on low incomes as to the 
wiser food choices that will 
keep them healthier,” says 
Catherine 
E. 
Litteer, 
nutrition consultant with the 
TDH Maternal and Child 
Health 
Services, 
which 
administers the program. 
The WIC Program serves 
a limited clientele. Eligible 
recipients 
may 
include 
pregnant women, infants 
under one year old, and 
children up to their fifth 
birthdays. Those within 
these categories who apply 
for WIC services get a health 
assessm ent by a nurse, 
doctor or nutritionist to see if 
they are “a nutritional risk.” 
This means they may not be 
getting enough food, or the 
right kinds of food. 
Those under the WIC 
program are not just given 
advice and counseling, but 
are given specific food items 
free. The foods can be picked 
up at cooperating retail 
grocery stores, or, in some 
areas, they can be delivered 
directly to the recipient’s 
home. “The food items have 
been selected according to 
the nutrients available in 
them. The supplem ental 
foods include milk products, 
cheese, eggs, iron fortified 
cereals, vitamin C enriched 
fruit and vegetable juices 
and iron-fortified infant 
formula,” said Ms. Litteer. 
The Texas WIC Program 
has an authorized caseload 
of 61,521 
and 
provides 
assistance through 36 local 
agency projects operating in 
63 Texas counties. The 
average stay on the program 
for participants is 18 - 22 
months. “Once a woman or 
child is approved in a clinic 
for the program, we ask 
them to return every six 


months. We want to check 
the 
progress 
they 
are 
making,” says Ms. Litteer. 
“The aim of the program 
is to have healthier infants, 
mothers and children, and 
the nutritional aspects of 
health 
are 
being 
em ­ 
p h a s i z e d . 
T r a i n e d 
nutritionists counsel with all 
participants. 
Lack 
of 
physical and m ental a t­ 
tainments of nutritionally 
deprived youngsters has 
drawn the increasing at­ 
tention of public health of­ 
ficials in the past 
few 
years,” she said. 
Special invitations to the 
Austin Conference have been

“We feel that the time has 
come to develop cooperation 
and coordination between 
agencies in order to utilize 
personnel more effectively 
while working together to 
reach goals developed by the 
conference,” says Dr. Price.
